A LETTER 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

In a communication in your last 
week's issue, written by a person who 
gallantly hides his identity behind the 
signature *' Xarbrook, T ' it is said that 
"Lot No. ;»7 is positively the dirtiest'' 
in the Park, and it is implied that the 
supposed offense is the greater because 
the owner of the lot "caused to be 
written into the mutual agreement 
made among the lot holders and sub- 
scribers that the owners of the lots 
should be compelled to keep them 
dean." .May I be permitted, as the 
object of this uncalled-for attack, to 
refute its unnoighborly aspersions? 

The owner of Lot No. 'M did propose 
the agreement mentioned; for that rea- 
son, if for tin other, it might be assum- 
ed that lu* would not willingly ignore 
its requirements. As a fact, he engaged 
wit h :i Xarhert li resident, under con- 
tract, to remove from the lot all un- 
sightly brush, fell such trees us were 
not desirable, and make a lawn. For 
more than a year I urged performance 
of the improvement work agreed upon, 



but the contractor always pleaded that 
his faciliti.es had to be devoted to work 
of a more urgent nature. As every ra- 
tional person knows, during the war 
it was impossible, and since then lias 
been extremely difficult, to obtain labor 
for tasks of this kind. The reason for 
the delay will be understood by any in- 
telligence above that of the nursery. 

But the ignorance of the anonymous 
critic is not so offensive as the inven- 
tions of his grntitous complaint. Lot 
No. 37 is not the "dirtiest" in the 
section; it is not "dirty" at all. Its 
condition compares very favorably with 
that of any other unoccupied tract in 
the Park. There is not a squure_ fool 
of it in unsightly bareness. True, it is 
not planted with shrubbery of Xar- 
hert h commercial production, which to 
certain minds might seem a shocking 
defect; but it is completely covered 
with luxuriant greenery provided by 
Nature, whose handiwork is not, per- 
haps, grossly inferior to that of the 
tradesman. And among the growing 
trees and wild shrubs and flowering 
plants there is not a piece of rubbish. 

If your correspondent were honestly 
interested in improving the Park area, 
he would hardly have singled out Lot 
No. 'M for his peevish and unwarranted 
criticism, when nearby arc conditions 
really deplorable. One lot is simply a 
stretch of neglected dirt, disfigured by 
ash heaps and n scattering of tin cans 
and other refuse. Farther along the 
scene is marred by patches of towering 
weeds and huge piles of stumps. On 
several lots, some of them tenanted, 
there are fallen trees and brushwood 
and piles of withered weeds in un- 
wholesome disarray. Compared u itli 
such conditions, the natural foliage and 
wild llowers that cover Lot Xo. o~ 
might be called an adornment. 

The undersigned is always ready to 
do his full share in maintaining the 
dignity and beauty of Xarbrook Park. 
But be resents criticism which is in- 
spired by other motives than public 
interest, and which, moreover, is neither 
well founded nor candid.

A Plea for Narberth Boy Scouts 

Residents of Narbeith are confronted by a condition which challenges 
the loyalty of a community that justly prides itself upon its intelligence and 
public spirit. The local troop oi" Eoy Scouts, which has won distinct ioi; 
fcr Narbeith as well as for its members, is threatened with the necessity of 
dissolution. Since the closing of the Y. M. C. A. the troop has been unable 
to find quarters for its meetings, and unless suitable accommodations of this 
kind are provided this most useful and inspirational undertaking will have 
to be abandoned. 

To anyone even remotely interested in the welfare of our boys and 
familiar with the work of the Boy Scouts, it must be clear that such a lapse 
would be deplorable. My own feelings in the matter are very deep, because 
in my younger days I was privileged to come into close association with 
boys and to derive a sympathetic understanding of their needs. As an in- 
structor of sciences in a high school, superintendent of science instruction 
in public schools, and later, as an office* of State militia, I became acquaint- 
ed with the propensities of youth and learned something of the ways in 
which its energies can best he directed toward the formation of sound char- 
acter. And I am satisfied that the Boy Scouts society possesses an insti- 
tution incomparably effective for this beneficent work. 

My faith in the organization was abundantly confirmed a few weeks 
ago by a visit to Camp Dalmont, on the Perkiomen, wliere nature and a 
philanthropic citizen have provided an ideal equipment for the practice of 
scout-crait by organize:! groups of boys ..Moreover, the demonstration had 
a particular appeal because the outstanding feature was the leadership of 
the Narberth youngster in the rivalry of the troops for Scout honors. 

Their fathers and mothers— and their neighbors, too — have every right 
to be proud of the distinctions won by these manly young fellows in 'gener- 
ous emulation with their associates. There were ten or twelve troops in 
camp when I was there, more than 200 boys and officers in all. The spirit 
of discipline, of comradeship, of helpfulness, of self-reliance, courtesy and 
manly achievement, was admirable, and in these respects the Narberth hoy 
had made quite notable records, as shown by their numerous badges of 
merit. 

While seated with the executive officers in the dining-room, for ex- 
ample, I observed that the Narberth troop's table bore a special flag, and 
I asked what that signified. The reply was that the flag was awarded daily 
to that troop which excelled in discipline, orderliness and general demeanor; 
and, furthermore, that the flag decoration had then been conferred on the 
Narberth troop for the eighth consecutive day. Surely, there could not he 
a more striking tribute to the character of our Narberth boys and the ef- 
ficiency of their devoted leader, Scoutmaster Fred O. Patten. 

Those not familiar with the aims and methods of the organization 
would be deeply impressed if they studied its varied activities. The Boy 
Sccut learns far more than to take care of himself, to know nature, to use 
his hands and his head and his faculties. He learns, in addition to many 
varied mechanical and artful accomplishments not obtainable in so large a 
degree by our boys in any other way — self-respect, clean living, reverence 
and loyalty, and almost unconsciously develops the qualities -which make 
for useful, Christian manhood and citizenship. In a word, he acquires hab- 
its of physical, mental and moral discipline which enhance his value to him- 
self and to society. 

It goes without saying that every good American is interested, whether 
he realizes it or not, in promoting such a sane and constructive work as that 
of the Boy Scouts. And the residents of Narberth are especially concerned 
because their boys have shown exceptional aptitude in the training and 
have conspicuously upheld the honor of the community. 

In the face of such a need and such a demonstration, would it not he a 
reproach, a calamity, if the Narberth troop were compelled to disband for 
lack of a meeting place? To permit that would he to confess a woeful 
deficiency of civic pride and a lamentable unconcern for the welfare of our 
youth. More than that, it would be to sacrifice self-interest by abandon- 
ing a work which tends to elevate the present and future life of the com- 
munity. 

It is earnestly to he hoped that the men and -women of Narberth will 
awaken to their obligations in this matter before it is too late and provide 
for their splendid Boy Scout troop the modest quarters it needs for its gath- 
erings.

JI" will 
be accompanied by Lieutenant Colonel 
Keqninz, a member of Marshal Foch's 
mission to America, and Lieutenant 
Soubiran, who will act as interpreter. 

On the eve of his departure fr.nn 
France the famous French soldier n - 
marked that he would study the organ 
i/ation of the American Legion to see 
if its system could not tie applied to 
several similar bodies <>f French vet 
era in*. At the same time he remarked: 

"The American soldier need not lake 
ofV his hat to the soldiers of anv army 
engaged in the great war. There were 
some as good but none i-er *er. Von 
know it was under my command that 
the Americans received their ba prism 
of fire at Cantigny, and tiny were sim- 
ply iiijiftUifieeiit. They wer-; with me 
again In the oAYnstM bid ween Soissonrt 
and Chateau-Thierry, i shall be very 
happy to meet American noilus who 
were my comrades in battle.'' 

The General is six feet tall and 
straight. In spite of his sixty years hi,? 
spirit is youthful. 



EX-SERVICE MEN'S CLAIMS. 

What has the Legion done for the 
ex-service man? Strange as it may 
seem, the quest ion sonieiie;os is Mill 
asked. Well, during tho ten months 
past the Legion, through its service 
division at national headquarters, lias 
obtained for ex-service men more than 
#1,250,000 tluo on claims. National 
headquarters handles only coeipli.'.-ited 
eases. It is estimated that claims ag- 
gregating $7,00U,n0l> have been settled 
by service oflicors of the various .State 
departments.

0,709 up to August 27. a report from 
national headquarters shows. Fifteen 
Legion postg and thirteen women 's 
auxiliary pasts were formed in the 
week August 20-27.
